Furthermore, 
Applicant now asserts that Haris' parameters °A n and n C n are not consistent with "a number of pixels" and "the inverse of a number of 
pixels" (see pp. 7-8 of Remarks). Examiner respectfully disagrees. Haris' A is the product of two "numbers of pixels" the result 
producing a thrid number of pixels. Also, C is clearly consistent with "the inverse of a number of pixels" for reasons previously given (see 
paragraph 8 of the previous Office action dated 7/25/05). 
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
